Dear Ms. Everett: 

Thank you for your service as an inaugural member of the Choose Life Advisory 
Committee established by Senate Bill 257, 82nd Texas Legislature, Regular Session. As 
you know, pursuant to that legislation, the Committee has spent a great deal of time and 
has been of great assistance to the Attorney General in developing rules for the granting 
of monies from the Choose Life Account (also established by S.B. 257) and in making 
recommendations as to selection of applicants to receive grants of money from the 
Choose Life Account. Due in large measure to your assistance, we are off to a great start. 

The legislation provides that the Attorney General shall appoint persons for staggered 
terms of four years with the terms of three or four members expiring on January 31 of 
each odd-numbered year. As we begin to ready ourselves for activities going forward, I 
wanted to clarify the date of expiration of the term of office for each member of the 
Advisory Committee. Your term of office will expire on January 31, 2017.
